MONT SENATOR. 


A Sensation in Political Circles—Opinion Di- 
vided as te Mr. Blaine’s Conauct — The 
Plamed Knight’s Explanation to His 
Friends — Frank Hatton’s Streng Talk — 
Senator Edmunds Declines to Discuss the 
Affair. 6

NEw Lon, November 2%.—The publication 
exclusively inthe WORLD and PosTt- DISPATCH 
yesterday of Mr. Bilaine’s refusal to take 
Senator Edmunds’ proffered hand when 
they met in the house of the dead 
ex-President has created a sensation in 
political circles. Many of Mr. Blaine’s 
friends regretted the ocourrence and say it 
was unfortunate. Others say that Mr. Blaine 
acted perfectly right and that Mr. Edmunds’ 
conduct justified the rebuke. Mr. Blaine lett 
for Augusta at 11 o’clock yesterday. He 
refused to be interviewed on the subject, 
but talked quite freely to several intimate 
friends. Oneof them said later: *‘The story 
published in theWORLD is in the main correct. 
The only inaccuracy is in the details. Mr. 
Blaine made no response whatever to Mr. Ed- 
munds’ greeting. This is what happened: 
Mr. Edmunds was seated on a sofa, when Mr. 
Blaine entered the parlor. Mr. Blaine bowed 
to Col. McMichael and Mr. Edmunds arose 
and advanced to greet Mr. Blaine with his 
right hand extended, saying; Good morn- 
ing, Mr. Blaine.’ Mr. Blaine was in the act of 
drawing off his gloves. He gave the Ver- 
monter a quick glance out of the corner of his 
eye, and without any show of recognition 
stepped forward to shake hands with 
Col. McMichael. Mr. Edmunds ap- 
peared surprised. His face flushed slightly 
and he receded to his seat. Mr. 
Blaine expressed his regret at the occurrence 
to Col. McMichael and shortly left the house, 
There were several reasons why Mr. Blaine 
dig not feel disposed to recognize Mr. Ed- 
munds. That gentleman’s treatment of Mr. 
Blaine has been shabby. I do not refer to 
their antagonism in Congress, nor especially 
to Edmunds’ conduct in 18846, for Mr. Blaine 
would be the last man to criticise any one for 
not supporting him. But when the opposition 
to Edmunds’ return to the Senate began to 
develop in Vermont it was Edmunds who 

OFFERED THE OLIVE BRANCH TO BLAINE. 
It is doubtful whether any effort Mr. 
Blaine’s friends might have made could have 
prevented Edmunds’ re-election, but they 
could have given him a warmfight. Mr. Ed- 
munds foresaw thatand sent his friends to 
make terms with the Blaine people. They 
said, ‘We have had enough factional fighting. 
Call off your dogs and let us have peace.’ 
The Blaine people consented and Mr. Blaine 
went so far as to uso his personal influence 
with friends to keep them out of the fight. 
That was done. I do not think that Mr. Blaine 
expected any reward or hoped to advance his 
political fortunes by doing it, but he certainly 
had a right to expect and demand decent 
treatment at Mr. Edmunds’ hands. That he 
did not receive. From the moment Mr. 
Edmunds was re-élected, he and his friends 
prociaimed from the housetops that they 
nac ennie Btatiiceism in Vermont and 
the victory was purely a personal one for 
Edmunds. The friends of Mr. Blaine were 
willing to allow Edmunds to enjoy his little 
self-glorification as long as he conflaed 
himself to that. But when he 
came out in another private 
letter reaflirming the base insinuation he 
made in 1884 against Blaine, we thought it 
was adding insult to injury. Blame con- 
cluded that forbearance had ceased to be a 
virtue, and he cut Mr. Edmunds from his list 
of acquaintances from that time. Who can 
blame him? He could not have taken Ed- 
munds’ hand without forfeiting his seif-re- 
spect. Mr. Blaine regretted that they 
met where they did, but he could not 
help it. It Mr. Blaine had reflected he 
might not have made his snub quite so 
marked, but he is impulsive by nature, and, 
smarting under Edmunds’ doudle- dealing, he 
acted as any other man of spirit would have 
done under the circumstances. Iam sure 
that the majority of Biaine’s friends will 
justify the course. 

FRANK HATTON’S OPINION. 

Frank Hatton, who was Mr. Arthur’s Post- 
master-Generai, in commenting on the affair 
said yesterday: ‘‘I confess I was surprised at 
first when I heard of the incident, but it is 
not out of keeping with Blaine’s character. 
I had only attributed more virtue to him than 
he deserved. One would naturally suppose 
that a man at a house of mourning, 
although he cared very little for the memory 
of the dead, would have decency enough to 
show some outward respéct forhim. Butit 
seems to make no difference to Blaine whether 
he is at a feast ora funeral, he never losés an 
opportunity to advertise himself and vent his 
spleen. Mr. Biaine’s whole course since the 
death of Arthur has been that of a hypocrite. 
He waited two days until every one else had 
sent their messages of sympathy to the family 
before he forwarded his effusive telegram. He 
invited himseif to the funeral, which was 
proper enough, perhaps, but his experience 
in the past should have told him that he might 
meet some people at Mr. Arthur’s bier 
that had not worked for his election to the 
Presidency. He knew perfectly well whom 
he was likely to meet at Gen. Arthur’s house, 
and if he did not care to meet them, he should 
have remained away. It he had met Mr. Ed- 
munds on the street or ata public reception 
and refused to speak to him, it would have 
been another matter, but under the circum- 
stances, I think his conduct indefensible from 
the standpoint of decenocy.’’

CITY FINANCES. 


BAD LAWS AND SMALL COLLECTIONS MAY 
IMPOVERISH THE COFFERS. 


Street Openings Cause an Increasing Deficit 
in the Treasury—Red Tape Proceedings 
Which Only Serve to Impoverish the City 
in the End-—Small Returns from Mer- 
chants. 


At the request of Councilman Seddon 
Comptroller Campbell made a statement be- 
fore the Council last night in which he called 
attention to some important facts concerning 
the city’s finances. The occasion was the 
discussion of the supplemental appropriation 
bill, and the explanation was necessarily 
brief. This morning a PoOSsT-DISPATCH 
reporter called on Comptroller Campbell 
concerning his reported statement that

Well, under our present complicated sys- 
tem where the business is divided among so 
many, and the matter is spread over such a 
length of time, you can’t place the responsi- 
bilityonanyone. These losses are on the 
collection of benefits. That you may under- 
stand this I will give you an illustration. For 
instance, there is a proposition to open Twelith 
street from Christy avenue to Franklin ave- 
nue. Now the opening of that short distance 
necessitates the condemnation of that prop- 
erty. These are damages which the city pays. 
Now the property-hoiders within a certain 
district designated by a com mission are benefit- 
ed by this opening of the street. A man who has 
property that he wants to improve or sell to 
the city gets up a petition for a street-opening 
is the only man in control of the business. He 
may have ground that he couldn't sell pri- 
vately for $2,000 and he'll get damages from 
the city for $5,000. He presents his petition to 
the Board of Public Improvements or can call 
a sort of mass meeting of citizens and take a 
vote right there. Acting on this the 
Board of Public Improvements draws up 
an order to have the street opened, and 
sends such an ordinance to the Municipal 


Assembly. Thereupon, City Counselor Bell 
is ordered to commence proceedings of con- 
demnation. The Circuit Court appoints com- 


missioners who sit fortwo or three months, 
during which the city pays them $3 per day 
each. During the present year expenditures 
on account of street openings will exceed 
$1,000. The commissioners report to the Cir- 
cult Court and the Circuit Court orders that 
the Municipal Assembly be notified 
that the proceedings have been had. 
The Court enters judgment in accordauce 
with the reports. The Clerk certifies the 
damages and benefits to me, and I enter them 
here and then certify the wholeto the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. They makean appropria- 
tion to pay all the damages, and warrants are 
drawn in favor of those people who have sus- 
tained damages. 
THE BENEFIT ASSESSMENTS 

are made out and the bills are sent tothe Col- 
lector, who advertises the claims which he 
holds for sixty days. If he cannot collect, the 
bills are returned to me and I forward them to 
the Counselor for suit. A title investigator 
then gets $5 for examining the title to the date 
of instituting the proceedings, and $l more, 
making a total of $6 tor investigating and fol- 
lowing the title up to the judgment, as we 
must have the rightful owner.

Patrick Egan on the Conspiracy to Murder 
Michael Davitt. 


LINCOLN, Neb., November 2#.—Mr. Egan, 
ex-President of the Irish National League, 
was seen to-day regarding the rumored con- 
spiracy to assassinate Michael Davitt. He 
said he believed there were good grounds for 
the rumor, and that if evidence were wanted 
on the subject it would be found by reading 
between the lines of a dispatch from New 


York which appeared in the papers 
of yesterday morning villitying Mr. 
Davitt’s character. That dispatch, Mr. Egan 
said, was made up of a tissue of untraths. For 
example it states that Mr. Davitt was badly 
received throughout the West, including Ne- 
braska. ‘‘Everyone here knows,’’ said Mr. 
Egan, that no public man ever received a 
more cordial welcome or left behind him a 
better impression in Nebraska than Michael 
Davitt. Mr. Egan said that while 
O Donovan Rossa may not be personally mixed 
up in the plot, the conspirators are not 
far removed from him. The difference 
between Finnerty and Davitt, Mr. Egan re. 
gards as simply an honest divergence of 
opinion between good men as to policy and 
methods, but the attack of O Donovan Kossa 
he characterized as mean and contemptible. 
He says that Rossa’s only exploit for a con- 
siderable time have been to force off empty 
threats and fire off blank cartridges at Eu- 
land, and to pelt wind at sensible, ieveli-

Improper Arguments of Counsel for

Attention is first called to the provisions of the 
Federal Constitution that an accused person 


shall have an impartial jury.

UNCLE SAM’S WARDS. 


The Mille Lac Indians Refuse Tempting 
Offers to Quit Their Reservation. 


St. Paut, Minn., November 24.—Jobhn v. 
Wright and C. F. Larrabee of the Indian Com- 
mission arrived from Duluth last evening. 
They report that they had a second interview 
with the Millie Lacs, 
them to consent to removal to the White 
Earth Reservation. An offer was made to give 
them two years’ rations at Government ex- 
pense and to provide them with land, oxen, 
houses, agricultural implements, etc. The 
land would be patent to them direct 
and would be free from taxes 
for filty years. Having reiused this 
the commission then offered the indians 
$25,000 cash for their right of occupancy of the 
reservation, but this was refused also. The 
Mille Lace’ reservation lies twenty-five mile 
southeast of Brainerd, and was sold by the I. 
dians to the Government in 1863. There wasa 
clause in the treaty, however, that the In- 
dians should not be forcibly removed from 
their former reservation unless they molested 
the whites. Under this clause they insist on 
remaining, and will not be tempted to re- 
move. The Mille Lacs are 1,000 in number and 
are without houses or adequate clothing, and 
are in a wretched condition. They live by 
hunting and by picking and selling cran- 
berries.
